paper mills on Khrafnto were a mjor source of pulp and the forests 
of the peninsula were a major source of wood for the Japanese paper 
industry* In addition^ the mills produced some of the more iu^ortant 
types of pulp such as t he ravon grades » bleaching sulfite, and the ver y 
im n o rtant kraf t nulns , " I 
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
